COAST HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY REPORTED 

Recent Events West of the Rocky 
Mountains Presented in a Form 
Appreciated by Our Busy Readers 

Specially Selected Short Items Telling of 
Important md Interesting Oc¬ 
curences of the Week on 
the Pacific Slope. 


Walter Baker, the third marine ac¬ 
cused of burglary at Vallejo recently, 
pleaded guilty in the Superior Court 
and was sentenced by Judge Harrier 
to three years in Folsom. 

A train ran over and killed Henry 
Thieuon at Waterford last week. He 
was one of the bridge building crew 
of the Southern Pacific Company. 
His body has been sent to Nebraska. 

The Controller of the Currency has 
approved the applications of F. M. 
Douglass, C. T. Crowell, John A. 
Murphy, E. V. Baker and others to 
organize the National Bank of Com¬ 
merce, Los Angeles, with a capital of 
$ 200 , 000 . 

Dr. C. A. Boynton, a prominent, 
physician of Northern California, 
died suddeidy last week at Redding 
and an autopsy revealed the fact that 
his heart weighed three times as much 
as tho ordinary human heart. The 
case is one of the most remarkable on 
record. 

Robert liaggaley, son of Ralph Bag- 
galey, a wealthy resident of Pitts¬ 
burg, Pa., was burned to death in his 
cabin at Bullfrog, Nov. It is thought 
that ho retired leaving his candle 
I burning and that when the candle 
burned down it set fire to tho table 
i on which it rested. % 

The two-year-old son of E. \V. Hop¬ 
kins of Lodi was poisoned to death 
last week by an excess of quiniue. 
The little fellow had eaten six two- 
grain chocolate-coated pills and was 
thrown into convulsions. Medical 
aid was summoned, but came too late, 
for the sufferer had passed away in 
terrible agony. 

From an authoritative source it has 
been learned that the Western Pacific 
! Company, the Gould line, lias secured 
an option on the property of the Ne¬ 
vada Transit Company, operating an 
electric car line in Reno. The fran¬ 
chise of the company gives it the 
right to cross tho tracks of the South¬ 
ern Pacific Company. 

The Southern Pacific depot at Lodi 
was robbed last week. The robbers 
made an entrance through the baggage 
room, detached the money till and 
carried it out to a box car, where 
they apparently divided the spoils. 
They secured $115 in coin and a largo 
amount of script. The burglary oc¬ 
curred just before the arrival of the 
overland, the train on which all the 
money would have been shipped to 
Sacramento. 

The City Council of Santa Rosa ac¬ 
cepted the bid of the Santa Rosa 
Lighting Company to install an elec¬ 
tric pumping plant, • pump the water 
and light the streets of tho city all 
night every night in the year for 
$833.33 a month. The lighting com¬ 
pany agreed to give bonds in the sum 
of 85000 for the faithful performance 
of its contract and to insure the city 
against any scarcity of water by tho 
; failure of the electric power. 

What will be one of the finest fire¬ 
houses in any city in California out¬ 
side of San Francisco will be built 
this fall by the city of Vallejo to 
house the three downtown companies 
of the department. Though but a 
small city Vallejo has six volunteer 
fire companies, with a],membership of 
nearly 300. It is planned to have a 
partially paid department, but not to 
disband the volunteers, who have 
been in existence for over a quarter 
j of a century. 

The hop-growers of Sonoma county 
are rejoicing over the great saving 
they are making in the purchase of 
supplies this year as the result of the 
organization of the Sonoma Hop- 
growers’ Association at Santa Rosa a 
few months ago. Besides a saving of 
fully 50 per cent on the annual insur¬ 
ance, the exchange has arranged to 
secure hop * cloth and twine by the 
carload lots for the members at a sav¬ 
ing of 25 cents a bale for the cloth, or 
$2250 saving for the year’s supply for 
the crop. The saving on twine is 
about in proportion. One grower 
states that in insurance, cloth and 
twine he will make a saving of fully 
$150 on his crop of 5000 bales. 


BOERS TURN TO AMERICA AS 

THE NEW LAND OF PROMISE 

Oppressed Under British Flag, They Now 
Look Longingly to United States. 

St. Louis.—The Boets want to come 
to America, according to letters re¬ 
ceived by General B. J. Viljoen, who 
is now in St. Louis. Tho ravages of 
the British-Boer war have been fol¬ 
lowed by grinding taxes, drought, 
disease among cattle and poverty. 
They are unhappy where they are and 
they look to America as a new land of 
promise. 

General Viljoen received a letter 
from W. A. Storm, a prominent Boer 
farmer of Middleburg, Transvaal, 
typical of others received and illus¬ 
trating the conditions that, prevail. 
The letter, as translated by General 
Viljoen, is in part as follows: “We 
are today in worse condition than 
when you shook tho dust of Africa 
from your feet, and many of us are 
only now appreciating your stubborn 
refusal to swear allegiance to Eng¬ 
land. The country is in distress and 
the distress is heartbreaking. Taxa¬ 
tion is so exorbitant that we are sim¬ 
ply working to pay the war debt and 
keep up tho Government. Chinese 
labor has proved a complete failfire 
and there are now some 5000 Chinese 
running loose, murdering and pillag¬ 
ing. Emigration is our only salva¬ 
tion. Many have gone to German 
territory, but the majority look long¬ 
ingly toward America as their oidy 
hope. - 

Woman Lives Mentally in Other Worlds 

Boulder, Colo.—Mrs. S. A. Griffin, 
who has lain in a strange trance for 
more than six weeks and whose case 
is a puzzle to physicians, was con¬ 
scious for a few moments the other 
day, during which she declared that 
she had seen heaven. Physicians of 
Boulder and Denver do not doubt 
that Mrs. Griffin has been living men¬ 
tally in another world. She said: “1 
have seen heaven. On my journey 1 
stood first on a plain so desolate, so 
immense, that even now 1 cannot 
bear to contemplate it. Phantoms 
flocked all about me, ull silent, all 
restless, but all jourueying’as was 1 
across that dreary plain. At last 1 
seemed to be entering a building of 
the most imposing dimensions. It 
was too beautiful for words, i enter¬ 
ed a great hall, six judges sat there, 
presided over by a seventh who was 
superior to them all, and a benign, 
kindly-faced being. He looked upon 
me with tender compassion and 1 
knew then that l had seen the Ruler 
of the Universe.” As Mrs. Griffin 
was speaking her voice Hank until her 
words were hardly distinguishable. 
As she finished she sank again into a 
death like slumber. There is no sign 
of returning consciousness. 

Lover Didn’t Want Thirteenth License. 

Portland, Or. — Because he was 
afraid to take out tho thirteenth mar¬ 
riage license Floyd E. White was al¬ 
most forced to postpone his wedding 
day. He appeared at the County 
Clerk’s office and" asked Deputy Fred 
Prusli for a license to wed Miss Bessie 
K. Beam. 

“Have many licenses boon issued 
today?” asked the groom-elect. 

“Yours will be tho thirteenth,” re 
plied the deputy. 

“Oh, no it won’t,” said White, 
“for I’m afraid of No. 13.” 

White left tho courthouse, but re¬ 
turned two hours later. He was still 
thirteen. Then ho sat down and 
waited for some other prospective, 
groom to appear and get a license. 
At last, just a few minutes before 5 
o’clock, the hour of closing, two men 
arrived and took out licenses without 
asking questions. And then White 
made a rush for the fifteenth mar¬ 
riage license issued. 

Killed While Stealing Ride.

The accidental explosion of dyna¬ 
mite killed one man and injured sev¬ 
en at the Illinois Steel Works, Chi 
cage. 

The House of Representatives of 
Ohio defeated a bill to give women 
the right to vote at local option elec¬ 
tions by :■ vote of 65 to 50. 

The Iowa Senate passed unanimous¬ 
ly the Newberry pure food measure, 
a drastic bill prohibiting commerce 
in adulterated or impure foods. 

Rebel Hottentots ambushed a Ger¬ 
man patrol near Gendoorn, German 
Southwest Africa, February 7th, and 
killed Lieutenant Bender and six 
troopers. 

The new armored cruiser Tennessee 
j made an unofficial speed of 22.16 
knots cm her speed trial last week, 
according to the report of one of the 
trial board. 

It. has beem arranged that Hawaii 
J shall send a representative to this 
country to study tobacco growing, 
and Secretary Wilson lias promised to 
i assist him in every possible way. 

Mrs. Mary E. Holmes, founder of 
the Holmes Seminary at West Point, 
Miss., an industrial school for colored 
girls, and prominent as a scientist, 

. died at her home in Rockford, HI. 

The Red Cross of Washington re¬ 
ceived from the Christian Herald of 
Boston $10,000 for the relief of (he 
famine-stricken Japanese, as the re¬ 
sult of the uppeal issued by President 
Rc msevelt. 

• ■■ ieneral Marquis de Mandegorria, 
aid-de-camp to the King of Spain, has 
committed suicide. He was the 
Spanish attache with Ihe Russian 
army throughout the recent Russo- 
Japanese war. 

Tho directors of the Union Pacific 
1 Railroad last week declared a semi¬ 
annual dividend of 3 per cent on the 
company’s common stock. This is an 
increase of half of 1 per cent as com¬ 
pared with tho last semi-annual divi¬ 
dend. 

Steps were taken last week looking 
to tho establishment of a 2 cents per 
mile passenger rate on Wisconsin rail¬ 
roads, when Secretary of Slate Walter 
L Houser filed a personal complaint 
with the State Railroad Commission 
against the Wisconsin Central Rail¬ 
road, whose 3-ceut charge he declares 
to be excessive. 

The Japanese Government has" in¬ 
troduced a bill in the Diet to nation¬ 
alize fifteen private railways in Japan, 
I lie control of which is looked upon 
ns a military and industrial necessity. 
The purchase of these lines will in¬ 
volve an expenditure of $225,000,000. 
It is proposed to raise the money by 
the issue of new bonds. 

Fire caused by tho end of a broken 
electric wire dropping into a pot of 
varnish damaged tho Colorado and 
Southern Railroad shops in Deuvei to 
the amount of $200,000. Insurance on 
tho building and machinery destroyed 
is $51,500. The fire spread with great 
rapidity and eight shopmen and fire¬ 
men sustained burns. Eleven passen¬ 
ger coaches, five of them Pullman 
sleepers, were burned. The shops 
will be rebuilt. 

Chief of Police Collins of Chicago 
has issued u general order to the de¬ 
partment instructing all police offi¬ 
cers to see that no hoy or girl under 
18 years of age is allowed hereafter in 
a public dance hall unattended by his 
nr her parents. An ordinance regu¬ 
lating immoral plays and moving pic¬ 
tures is also in effect, the police hav¬ 
ing closed all theaters where scenes 
of vice, degradation and crime are 
depicted. 

: 

Mount Vesuvius’ eruption is assum¬ 
ing alarming proportions. The Funi¬ 
cular railway track has been damaged 
at six points and the principal station 
'■ is threatened with destruction. An 
effort is being made to save the sta¬ 
tion by the construction of a thick 
wall of masonry, re-enforced by em¬ 
bankments of sand. Streams of lava 
are flowing with considerable rapid¬ 
ity, destroying everything in their 
course. The authorities are taking 
i precautions to prevent loss of life. 


CHICAGO LEADS ALL CITIES 

IN NUMBER OF MURDERS 

Murderers Have Claimed 759 Victims in 
the Last Six Years. 

Chicago.—“Murderers have cl aimed 
759 victnis in Chicago in six years. 
Since 1!XH the annual number has 
doubled. To pay for these crimes 
there have been eight legal execu¬ 
tions. The murder rate in Chicago is 
eight times that of London, which is 
three times greater in population.” 

These and other assertions concern¬ 
ing criminal conditions were made in 
a lecture before the Chicago Medical 
i Society by Dr. Thomas Grant Allen, 
who spoke on “Violent I tenths in Chi- 
' cago. ” 

“There are 2000 violent deaths a 
year in this city,” he said. “The 
| greatest cause is suicide. For the 
past six years tho average number of 
suicides has been 421 a year. In 1903 
the number was JS2. 

“Tho principal causes of violent 
j deaths are: Suicide, 22 per cent; 
railways, 16 per cent; falls, 14 per 
cent; murders, 9 percent; street rail¬ 
ways, 7 per cent; burns and scalds, ti 
per cent; drowning, ti per cent. 

“There are more murders in Chica 
go than in any other city in the 
world. The 1(X) mark was passed in 
1!XV2. The number in 1905 was prac¬ 
tically double that of 11X11. 

“The following are the figures for 
1902 in various American cities: 
Buffalo, HH),0041 population, 2; Cleve¬ 
land, IIKIJXK) population, 8; Balti¬ 
more, 600,(XX) population, 10; Phila¬ 
delphia, 1,300,000 populat ion, 13; New 
i York, 3,600,(XX) population, 72; Chica¬ 
go, 1,800,(XX) population, 104.

Chicago.—To secure revenge for the 
| deaths caused by reckless automobil- 
j ists going to and from Chicago 
I through Lake county, Indiana, last 1 
year, and to protect themselves dur- 1 
ing this year, the farmers of that dis¬ 
trict have handl'd together into what 
t hey call “The Lake County Protec¬ 
tive Association. ” The original in¬ 
tention of t he association was to rid 
the county of horsothiovos and by ex¬ 
tending their plans to include auto- 
mobilists they have classed the latter 
with horsothiovos and say they will 
treat reckless chauffeurs as such. 
The association at a meeting voted to 
secure the arrest of any person in 
charge of a motor vehicle who violates 
the speed law. The association will 
post guards along tho highway used 
by auto scorchers, and plans to deal 
harshly with them. Four persons 
were killed along those roads last 
j summer by speeding autosand many 
persons wore injured.

Robber Kills a Denver Man. 

Denver, Colo.—Maurice L. Caplan, 
proprietor of the Denver Auction 
Company, was murdered in tho din¬ 
ing room of his home, in tho heart of 
the Capitol Hill residence district, by 
a masked man, who entered for tins, 
purpose of robbery. Caplan was en¬ 
gaged in a game of cards with Lis 
wife, his daughter and a friend. The 
robber walked in unannounced, and, 
leveling two revolvers at Caplan, de¬ 
manded his money. When Caplan 
emptied his pockets and his wife had 
turned over all the money she had, 
the robber ordered Caplan to givo 
him tho money he had received from 
the day’s business. Caplan reached 
under the table, evidently for a stool 
to throw at tho man, when the latter 
fired, the bullet striking Caplan in 
the heart. Tho robber then backed 
: out of the house and escaped. 

Starved to Death But Left a Fortune. 

New York—Bonds and mortgages 
representing more than $100,000 and 
$40,000 in cash have been found hid¬ 
den in a house at One Hundred and 
Eighty-fourth street and Morris ave- 
iiue, lately occupied by Miss Maria 
Corsa, who died of starvation and ex¬ 
posure on Monday of last week, leav¬ 
ing an estate valued at nearly $1,000,- 
000. The money was found hidden in 
furniture, under carpets and in al- ; 
j most every corner of the house. 

Murdered By Crazy Wife. 

Columbus, Ohio. — John Longeu- 
bauch was found dead on the floor of 
his home in Walhonding, Coshocton 
county, with his head split open, 
while an ax covered with blood lay ; 
near by. His wife, who is crazy, was 
sleeping by his side, and it is suppos¬ 
ed that she committed the deed.

The killing of Tree or Fine Squirrels, the 
shooting of Song birds or robbing their nests 
is prohibited.

one. For having a Christian conscience 
he lives at the naval school in a state 
of social ostracism. This is not the 
worst of the matter; probably he will 
go through life, if he continues In the 
navy, an ostracised man because he has 
chosen not to be a duelist. Well, we 
have to say of him that lie appears 
to be the bravest man iu the class. We 
would trust him sooner in an emer¬ 
gency where the highest moral courage 
was required to do his duty than any 
one of those who refuse him their rec¬ 
ognition. He would do what duty re¬ 
quired more certainly without thinking 
whether he would be applauded and 
medaled for it. 


The perennial life of the American 
commonwealths is illustrated by the 
revived briskness of trade in parts of 
the Union which have been supposed 
to have outlived their earlier import¬ 
ance. Tlie paper Industry of Maine 
is the theme of one of the writers In 
the Review of Reviews. Wildernesses 
abandoned to hunters have been made 
to yield the material for mills; these 
In turn are utilizing water power which 
had been running to waste for ages; 
branch railroads are reaching points 
believed inaccessible; new towns are 
springing up and old ones are flourish¬ 
ing. The same story comes from the 
abandoned farms of New England. 
Scientific methods have been Introduced 
through the influence of the agricul¬ 
tural colleges. Attention has been paid 
to the demand of the cities, and those 
crops aro raised which pay best. A 
large number of Jews and others whoso 
wits have been sharpened by life in the 
big cities have taken to farming, anil 
none of their land Is wasted. They 
know better than any one what the 
cities want, and through tlie acquaint¬ 
ance they have with the cities they 
can ship their produce direct to the 
retailer and cut off the middleman’s 
profits. The tread of population to the 
cities does not mean any diminution 
in the agricultural wealth of the coun¬ 
try. Improved appliances and meth¬ 
ods make It possible for a smaller num¬ 
ber of men to raise equally large crops. 
Where the farmer of English descent 
dies, and his sons aro established In 
the cities or In the west, and Ills farm 
is sold for a low price, the newcomer 
to America finds his opportunity. Liv¬ 
ing in an economical way, with a large 
family of children to help him, he can 
acquire wealtli from the land which 
yielded its former owner only a bare 
subsistence. In many cases It is the 
rich city business man who buys tlie 
farm for a summer home for his fam¬ 
ily, and thus stimulates trade In the 
village. Farther west the story is re¬ 
peated. The land Is utilized In a way 
that was Impossible a generation ago. 
Swamps are drained, deserts nre irri¬ 
gated, land thut was worthless when 
the population was smull und better 
could be had for the asking Is taken 
In hand and Improved now that the 
better land Is occupied and the Increase 
In population and number of the cities 
provides n market worth catering to. 
The soil is analyzed and experts advise 
as to Its use. Trolley lines and farm 
telephones bring the farmer Into con¬ 
tact with the world. The older States 
are far from dead, the newer ones are 
more alive than ever. Electricity and 
applied chemistry are working ns great 
marvels outside of the groat cities ns 
In them, and no part of the union Is 
excluded from the lieneflts of the new 
century.

Ethan Allen, to whom a memorial 
has recently been set up In Vermont, 
was called the Robin Hood of his State.

With these 
traits he Combined a generosity and a 
tenderness of heart that once led him 
Into the dentist’s chair, where he had 
u sound tooth drawn In order to en¬ 
courage a timid old lady who was quak¬ 
ing at the prospect. A scene In court, 
cited in the New England Magazine, 
gives a good picture of this singularly 
outspoken man. 

Iu 1779 Ethan Allen appeared at a 
trial in Westminster clad in military 
dress.

A young law¬ 
yer was arguing the case with fre¬ 
quent quotations from Blackstone. 
When lie finished, Allen rose to ad¬ 
dress tho Jury. He told the twelve 
Just men nnd true that he should not 
deal in quibbles.” 

“I would have that young gentleman 
know," he said, "that the eternal fit¬ 
ness of things can upset his Black- 
stones, his white stones and his brim¬ 
stones 1” 

Here the chief justice interrupted, 
saying that it wus not lawful to appear 
In court with a sword by one’s side. Al¬ 
len uuslung the weapon, brought it 
down upon the table with a force that 
made the house ring, and exclaimed: 

“ ‘For forms of government let fools 
contest;

WHAT WE EAT DOES DAMAGE 

_ _ HEY say that people eat too much and that 

& ■ * I many common ills spring from overfeed- 
S I ing Professor Chittenden, of the Sheffield 
■ Scientific School at Yale, recently made 
experiments to determine the hygienic 
modicum of food suitable for a healthy 
human being Taking as subjects three 
classes of men, a number of Yale professors, a num¬ 
ber of students nnd a squad of soldiers from the reg¬ 
ular army, he put them on a diminishing diet. Ilis 
experiments lasted from six months to n year. He 
compelled them to take physical exercises regularly. 
At the conclusion of the experiments the weight of the 
subjects was In some cases exactly what It had been 
before, and in some cases slightly lower, but all the 
subjects, he reports, gained In strength and bodily vigor 
during tlie experiment. The dally consumption of food 
toward the end of the period was only from one-lialf to 
one-third as much as that of the average healthy man, 
although Professor Chittenden endeavored to satisfy 
the appetite of each subject. And Professor Chitten¬ 


den’s judgment is that the average man eats from two 
to three times as much as he needs or ought. 

With all respect to Professor Chittenden, however, a 
good many people will still insist that the average man 
does not eat too much. The great majority of people 
are compelled to live frugally and they cannot afford to 
eat a great deal more than they need. They consider 
themselves fortunate to be able to satisfy their appe¬ 
tite. and few of them are inclined to cram food down 
their throats when appetite proclaims Itself satisfied. 
Appetite Is nature’s measure of whut is a sufficiency 
of food nnd there are very few of us who would not 
go about hungry if we lessened our daily consumption 
of food by one half or two-thirds. 

Alimentary troubles come, it Is reasonably safe to 
say, from the quality rather than the quantity of food 
taken. Poor cooking aud adulterated food doubtless 
damage the health of many people. It is said that hy¬ 
gienic cooking is little known In this country, and there 
is very little foodstuff that is not "doctored” In one 
wny or another.—San Francisco Bulletin. 



SPELLING. 

HERE is much complaint that the rising 
generation can’t spell. True, there was 
complaint that some of the forefathers of 
the present generation could not spell. 
George Washington, Andrew Jackson aud 
other men eminent'’in our history con¬ 
ducted a spell-as-you-plense. Ancieut 
men of letters were poor spellers, iu many instances. 
Still, the average lias gone down hill, it appears. Per¬ 
haps the memory of the tingling cheeks, nnd the ready 
birch in the teacher’s hand, which accompanied a “spell 
down,” makes us children of an older growth think 
that we learned to spell better than do these young¬ 
sters, nowadays. Usually, with tlie old methods, It did 
not pay to miss the same word twice. 

“Why Is it,” the question used to go, “that all the 
bad spellers become sign painters?” Is it because of 
the strict union rules, nowadays, that the bad spellers 
have deserted sign painting and overflowed Into all the 
other occupations? Have modern methods of teaching 
overlooked the desirability of teaching the boys and 
girls spelling und the three R’s, in order to erntn their 
little heads with ornamental accomplishments? 

There has been a widespread belief that the restor¬ 
ation of the old-fashioned spelling bees, “spell up and 
spell down,” would be a good thing. The Brooklyn 
Eagle thinks so, to such ati extent that It has offered 
prizes on condition that the public school principals will 
let their pupils take part in a series of spelling match¬ 
es. The principals do not take kindly to the notion. 
The Eagle says: 

‘The nub of the matter is just this, the public 
school children cannot spell. The principals of the high 
schools know that they cannot spell, as does everybody 
else who has occasion to receive letters from them. If 
a series of competitions were held this most trouble¬ 
some fact of the school situation to those on the in¬ 
side might be revealed to the gerat body of parents 
und taxpayers. Then there might arise such a hue and 
cry for common sense and the fundamentals of educa¬ 
tion as would annoy the authorities who now make out 
our scientific aud philosophical course of study, which 
slights spelling for general information about every¬ 
body from Confucius and Buddha down to Admiral 
Togo. If the school should once begin to make time 
enough for fundamentals, of which spelling is easily 
first, there Is no telling how many fads aud frills would 
have to be cut out to find the time for essentials.”— 
Albany Argus. 


THE UNLUCKY CZAR. 


I. oii» Lint of MlMhapn Which Have 

Attended III* Career. 

It lias been suggested that Nicholas 

II. , Czar of all the Russians, is the 
unlucklest of living men. One would 
have no difficulty in showing at least 
that the Uzar has had more mischance 
than any other monarch on u throne. 

His first mishap was that which pro¬ 
phetically came to him In Japan. He 
was touring Europe and Asia In 1891 
with I’rlnce George of Greece. At 
Ussuri, Japan, although he had had 
splendid entertainment from the Mi¬ 
kado, there was a feeling antagonistic 
to Russin, nnd a Japanese drew a 
sword to kill him, when Prince George 
thrust it aside. 

Afterward a Japanese maiden, in 
atonement, went to a temple, placed a 
sword hilt down on tho ground and fell 
upon It. You might call the event good 
or had luck, since the then Czarewitch 
was preserved. 

But what he was preserved for was 
to turn later the first sod of the Si¬ 
berian Railway at the eastern end; niul 
for the dignity—which he in no meas¬ 
ure desired, blit shrank from—of the 
crown which came to him soon after by 
reason of the death of his father, Alex¬ 
ander III., at Livadla. 

This attack occurred 111 May—n 
month eventful to Nicholas II. It was 
in May that lie was horn, thirty-seven 
years ago, and in May he was crowned, 
eleven years ago. 

He did not want at 20 to rule the des¬ 
tiny of 1!>0,000 people. He had always 
detested official life aud the homage of 
courtiers. But the duties and respon¬ 
sibilities of autocracy fell upon him. 

He began badly. On the occasion of 
bis coronation thousands of his poorer 
subjects were crushed to death on 
Klnulynskoi Plain. On that plain 
came what many regarded as the fatal 
evidence of the ill luck which pursues 
and makes his life woMul. Just before 
his accession he had become betrothed 
to the Princess Alix of Hesse. This, 
too. was outside his reckoning. Gossip 
had it that he didn’t want to marry a 
German princess, and that the Princess 
Helene d’Orleans, daughter of the 
Comte de Paris, was very much ad¬ 
mired by him. 

However much a liberal at heart, the 
best accounts agree that the Czar took 
up his I >horlb>d a nth; ity first with 
distaste, ami then v. tit firm purpose of 
continuing his father’s policies. He 
kept his father’s counselors, aud de¬ 


clared he would uphold the principle of 
autocracy. 

Ills ill luck Interfered hero, too. Po- 
biedouotseff was obliged to retire. 
Muravieff wus tuken from him by sud¬ 
den death. M. de Plehve, his baleful 
minister of the Interior, a Muscovite 
grand vizier, \Vus destroyed by a bomb, 
ills best beloved uncle, the Grand Duke 
Sergius, was blown to pieces by a 
bomb.

Often, when the circum¬ 
stances are fortunate, there is no com¬ 
pelling necessity, hut even then the 
desire exists.

But employment, while a requisite in 
right living, is not all. The positive 
quality of achievement Is the strong 
note in modern womanhood.

women teachers and professors in¬ 
creased from 240,000 in 1890 to 327,- 
014 in 1900; women stenographers and 
typewriters Increased from 21,270 In 
1S90 to 80,118 In 1900; women tele¬ 
graph nnd telephone operators In¬ 
creased from 8,474 in 1890 to 22,550 
in 1900. In ten occupations the wom¬ 
en Increased more than 1,400.000 in 
ten years. That was for the period be¬ 
tween 1890 and 1900.

It tells In a concise and most mat¬ 
ter of fact. style llii' thrilling incidents 
of that historic time. Among the more 
Interesting stories is tlie recital of 
the capture of tho Levant.

The bill of the 
I’ekln should be yellow, hut the bill of 
the Aylesbury should bo a delicate 
pink or flesh-color, and birds Intended 
for exhibition must possess tills qual¬ 
ity or they will suffer at the hands of 
the Judge. Birds raised for exhibition 
purposes must be guarded against too 
much exposure to the sunlight In the 
summer. Of course, these delicate 
points are of no consequence to the 
market poulterer other than to show 
the true type of the breed.

A large proportion of the bay and 
fodder produced on farms is stneked, 
but hay stored in the barn will keep 
In much better condition than when 
stored In stacks. It Is almost impos¬ 
sible to escape loss when It is exposed 
In stacks. Damaged bay will be wast¬ 
ed by the animals, nud there Is an ad¬ 
ditional loss In quantity by exposure 
that may not occur In tlie mow. It is 
better to sell the hay that cannot be 
stored in the mow than to accept risk 
of the weather. 

Fodder can be ns truly wasted when 
put In the stomach as when trodden 
under foot. Unhoused cattle have a 
continuous battle for comfort, and all 
consumption of food shows no result, 
for the reason that It Is used wholly 
In keeping life. Moreover, they are 
stuunted by tlielr stay at tills un¬ 
thrifty stage, and will never show as 
good results afterward.

To trace the course of development of 
the railway system of the United States from Its begin¬ 
ning down to the present time is to trace the history 
and grow-th of the nation’s commercial und Industrial 
progress.

In the short period of seven years the freight traffic 
has doubled, while the passenger traffic has Increased 
by about 75 per cent.
